Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kadomura does not teach 
the use of a purge gas supply. However, argon is a well known purge gas and therefore the purge gas supply is clearly disclosed in 
Kadomura. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to combine the references is clearly stated in the final office action mailed 4/27/04. 
Furthermore, attorney's arguments cannot take the place of evidence in the record. 

Regarding the Motley reference, it is clear from an examination of fig. 1 of Motley that the mirror is a tiltable in a wide range of angles 
including the angles claimed in claim 1 of the instant application. 
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
